With no spokesman and no leaders 


the ."army" has put aside temporarily 
its projected trip to Washington, D. 
C.p and turned its attention 
to the

have sent enough money to provide 
two meals.

Sacramento citizens are breathing a

Less than 1,000 are camped across 


the river out of 1,700 men who were 
originally camped on the 
Southern 


Pacific company's land here. 


Many of the men who deserted be- 


fore the riots yesterday boarded trains 
and left the city, according to special 
agents of the railroad. 


No one was seriously injured when 


the special police and deputies routed 
the mob with clubs. 


A few" scalp lacerations,

"army" and the authorities.

umbus, the five people were arrested 
Monday night in the railroad yards. 
Their actions were suspicious and the 
officers took them into custody pend- 
ing an investigation. At headquart- 
ers the prisoners were searched and 


the instruments were found, and this 
brought the confession which told of 
the trtp to Newark. 


Turnkey Taylor of the county jail 


states that three men called 
at the 


county jail Sunday afternoon 
and 


asked to see John Wall, the prisoner 
under indictment for burglary. They 
were tol dthat they could not 
see 


Wall, as no visitors were allowed on 
Sunday.

"They were tough looking individ- 
uals," said Mr. Taylor, and 1 would 
not have permiitted them to interview 
the prisoner at any time. They left 
the jail and I have not seen

Wall was arrested for burglarizing 


a store at Summit Station, west 01 
Newark, and was indicted by the last 
session of the grand jury.

Pour powerful searchlights which 


were played on the tangled mass of 
iron, brick and charred wood early 
today revealed what appeared to be a 
pile of eleven bodies huddled togeth- 
er near the front wall of the building. 


Because of" the precarious condi- 


tion of this remaining wall, firemen 
wete unable to recover the bodies. 
It is expected, however, the ruins 
will have ,cooled sufficiently during 
the day to permit the rescue to be 
undertaken. 
What appeared to be a 


human body also was seen wedged 
betweenjthe fire escape and the last 
remaining wall.just below the sev- 
enth story window. 


Seven dead were taken from the 


building yesterday and 24 others, 
who are known to have been in the 
building at the time of the fire have 
been given up as dead 
by their 


friends, who escaped. 


The total number of persons who 


were in the club when the 
fire 


alarm was given and who escaped 
with more or les« serious 
injuries,

The picture was purchased 
for $225,000 in 1906 and presented 
to the nation. Art experts have es- 
timated its present market value at 
?500,000. 
The woman entered the 


gallery and attacked the picture with 
a sharp knife, making six or seven 
bad cuts 
across the canvas. She 


was arrested. 


The perpetrator of the outrage was 


the notorious militant 
suffragette, 


May Richardson, who has been sen- 
tenced to several terms of imprison- 
ment since the beginning of the wo- 
man's suffrage militant movement. 
She was arrested at Bristol on July 
4 last year for dropping a scroll of 
paper on the knees of King George 


as he was driving through the city. 
After she had served three months' 
imprisonment she was arrested again 
in November for burning a house at 
Hampton, but immediately started a 
hunger strike and was released a few 
weeks later in a serious condition of 
health. 


The national gallery was chosen by 


the authorities after the outrage to- 
day. Many of the public art collectors 
such as those at Hampton court pal- 
ace, and especially galleries where 
valuable porcelain is on exhibition, 
were closed a year ago on account of 
militant outrages and have not been 
opened since.

Washington. March 10.—[Special.]—I 


The farmer has ugalii been Laving his 
Innings In the debates tbat have been 
going on In tbe bouse of represeuta-' 
fives ou tbe agricultural appropriation 
bill. Tbe discussion did not bring out 
anything startling, but tbere was a 
constant reiteration of tbe old truth 
tbat tbere is too much discrepancy 
between the price which tbe farmer 
receives for his products aud tbe price 
which the consumer pays for these 
products. Whether legislation can cor- 
rect this difficulty or not is u problem. 
Suggestions are made tbat under tbe 
supervision of tbe government a mar- 
keting co-operative association could 
be formed by which tbe middleman to 
some extent would be eliminated, and 
tbe farmers would receive more for 
tbeir products. 


Another menace to farming was 


shown in tbe tendency of rural people 
to go to tbe cities and tbe great in- 
crease of city population as compared 
to the farming districts. 
About the1 


only thing that was offered In tbe way 
of a suggestion to correct this tendency 
waft to make farm life more attractive 
and to take steps which would main- 
tain higher prices for the farmer's 
products. 


Importations of Farm Products. 


Of course th*^ discussion could not 


be kept away from tbe tariff, and sev- 
eral Republicans pointed out that tbe 
reduction of duties on foreign products 
had caused large importations from 
foreign countries aud that tbe price 
of the farmer's produce had been re- 
duced. Chairman Lever of the agri- 
cultural committee expressed tbe opin- 
ion that tbe farmers are not going to 
be forced to sell their products for 
much less thnn they have been receiv- 
ing. K.-, increased consumption and de- 
creasing production would maintain a 
high standard of prices. 


Need a Microscope. 


Congressman Sloan of Nebraska, in 


quite an elaborate speech, declared 
that tbe importers were getting all tbe 
benefits of reduced rates on farm 
products. 
Congressman 
Pess asked 


him how much reduction tbere had 
been in the price of articles manufac- 
tured out of corn, which bad been 
placed on the free list, and Sloan re- 
plied. "Well, it would take a market 
microscope and the imagination of tbe 
chairman of the committee on wajs 
and means. Mr. Underwood, to dis- 
cover it." 


And tbe house enjoyed a little laugh 


during the seriousness of tbe general 
talk. 


Wait For the Total*. 


Chairman Fitzgerald of the appro- 


priations committee was talking with 
a group of friends tbe other day about 
tbe largely increased appropriations 
during this session of congress, and 
some one told him that he wasn't 
making a great success as a "watch- 
dog," 


"Walt for the totals," said Fitzger- 


ald, "and when members of congress 
begin to see what these totals amount 
to perhaps we can get something in 
the way of reduced expenditures. As 
soon as it appears that tbe total ap- 
propriations are going to be higher 
than they ever were in any congress, 
we may startle some of these men 
who are trying to get all they can."

Most of the stations will be duplex 


—that is. the station will work with 
the nearest one on the east and also 
with the nearest one on the 
west 


There will thus be four portions to 
each of these stations—two transmit- 
ting and two receding installations. 


At New Brunswick the number of 


aerials to be—supported amounts to 
thirty or more, requiring a double 
line of towers. When it is remem- 
bered that eighteen or t^ent> enorm- 
ously tall towers are required for a 
complete 
one-way station, and that 


the raajorit> of the seven are to be 
two-way stations requiring a double 
number, it will readilv be seen that 
the construction of a wireless world 
circuit is a considerable undertaking. 
Howe\er, all that we ha^e been con- 
sidering is really only a part of the 
construction necessary. 
Operating 


buildings must be erected: and, be- 
cause the stations are ordinarily dis- 
tant from built up regions, extensive 
accommodations for the 
operating 


force must 
oe provided. 
Thus, at 


Belmar, a small hotel is being erect- 
!d besides one or two dwelling houses 
n addition to the operating building 
proper. 


The number of men employed at 


Xew Brunswick will be small for the 
reason that the human operation of 
,he transmission to Wales will be 
chiefly done at Belmar. The operat- 
n g keys for the ireless transmission 
of messages to Wales will indeed be 
ocated at Xew Brunswick: but these 
keys will be automatically worked by 
elegraph wires controlled by operat- 
>rs at the

A further analogy is that both 


businesses are successfully carried on 
by sons of the original founders. 


Reinhard Scheidler was killed Aprl. 


29, 1903 by the explosion of the boiler 
of one of his own engines which was 
being tested at the factory after re- 
pairs had been made. The business is 
now conducted by the Schejldler Ma- 
chine Works, an 
incorporation of 


which Henry Scheidler is president 
William E. Miller, vice president and 
Oscar Scheidler, secretary. 


The McNamar business Is under 


the direction of Julius J. D. McNa- 
mar, son of the 
original 
partner 


with Reinhard Scheidler. 


Thus the 
business was 
founder 


and has been run parallel for half 01 
century, BO that for the purposes ol 
this article it may be considered as 
a single Newark industry, although 
of course in management and invest- 
ment they have no connection what- 
ever.

The village of Kirkersville, incor- 


porated three years ago. has taken 
teps to have the corporation dis- 
sohed 
Petitions signed by 
forty- 


four of a voting population of 105 
have been filed with the village coun- 
cil with such a request. Since fortv 
per cent ot the >oters are enlisted in 
the cause, as required by law, it is 
now up to the council at its next 
meeting to recognize the petitioners. 


It is for the village council to fix 


the date for an election on the ques- 
tion of dissolving the corporation. 


Thereby hangs a tale, according to 
reports. 


Approximately 3000 feet of the na- 


tional pike passes through the village 
of Kirkersville 
This county having 


voted to join the state in acceptance 
of the federal offer of aid for the 
pike improvt ment. it is said, an as- 
sessment of something like $3600 or 
more would iall on the corporation 
of Kirkersville for its share of the 
pike improvement. 


If the corporation can be dissolved 


before the pike improvement is start- 
ed, the bulk of this expense will fall 
upon the county and state and the 
cost to individual 
freeholders 
in 


Kirkersville 
will 
be considerably 


minimized, it is argued. 


At the rate of $3600, which is said 


to be a low estimate for the section 
of pike through Kirkersville. the av- 
erage cost to each of the 250 inhabit- 
ants of the village would figure to 
$14.40. 
The number of freeholders 


is of course considerably less than 
the total population, hence the as- 
sessment 
would 
be 
considerably 


more, on this basis of figuring. 


Further, it is held doubtful if the 


state's contractor would be able to do 
he work for any less than $3,600, 
but probably more, yet the state's 
contractor, having his men and out- 
fit on the job, probably could take it 
nuch cheaper for the state and coun- 
y than £<ny contractor could take the 
ob independently for the corpora- 
tion. 


The actual cost of the improve- 


ment would depend, of course, upon 
the width of the roadway, kind and 
cost of materials, etc.

for the regulation of stock exchanges. 


Instead of the bill 
"Russianizing 


the Press," as • claimed by 
Senator 


Hitchcock, ilr. Unterniyer declared it 
merely 
empowered the postmaster 


general to exclude from 
the mails 


any publication containing the quota- 
tions of an exchange not 
incorpor- 


ated in accordance with state laws. 


"Permit me to say that the nower 


and momentum of the press are in- 
creasing at such a rate that the dan- 
ger is that the press may Russianize 
the people," said Mr. Untermyer. 


Mr Unterniyer 
further 
declared 


that opponents of the bill had been 
forced to admit that federal regula- 
tion of stock exchanges was neces- 
sary. For state incorporation 
and 


postal supervision, as proposed in the 
Senate .bill, the opponents had failed 
to point out an effective alternative, 
he said. 


"Mr. Milburn, speaking for the New 


York stock exchange, suggests that a 
bill similar to that under which lot- 
teries were suppressed, that would 
deny the use of the mails and tele- 
graph for the distribution of 
ficti- 


tious and unlawful transactions would 
answer the purpose," continued Mr. 
Untermyer. 
"To me it is 
manifest 


that it would be about as valuable as 
a blank piece of paper. Anybody can 
detect a lottery ticket, but Mr. Mil- 
burn fails to explain how fraudulent 
or fictitious or manipulated quota- 
tions are to be detected, unless some 
machinery is to be supplied for the 
purpose of safeguarding the 
mails 


against being used for their dissemi- 
nation." 


Mr. Untermyer stated that preven- 


tion and punishment of manipula- 
tions were the chief aims of the bill, 
and that it did not seek to prohibit 
speculation. 


"No matter "now complete may be the 


disclosures made of the affairs of a 
forjioration." 
Mr. Untermeyer 
de- 


clared, "the public may be preyed up- 
on it e\ery unscrupulous stock oper- 
ator, or combination of 
speculators 


and every pool syndicate may freely 
manipulate the 
securities 
of

corporation and exploit

SUPREME COURT

Columbus, March 10.—John M. 


Boose, of Lima, insurance agent, will 
have to pay Thomas A. Collins, an- 
other insurance agent of the same 
city, $3000 damages because of an 
assault nearly four years ago. The 
Supreme court decided this 
today 


when it affirmed the decision of low- 
er courts. 
Collins originally sued 


for $10,000. 


The two men were rivals in busi- 


ness. 
They quarrelled 
over 
the 


transfer of an 
insurance 
policy. 


Boose, it was charged, knocked out 
several of Collins' teeth, cut his lip 
with his fist and blacked his eye. 


The Supreme court decided a case 


which already is practically dead be- 
cause of a change from the Socialis- 
tic administration 
in 
St. 
Marys, 


Auglaize county. 
By affirming the 


lower courts 
the 
Supreme 
court 


made 
permanent 
the 
injunction 


granted in May. 1912, restraining 
the Socialist council of St. 
Marys 


from proceeding in hearing charges 
against member*? of the civil service 
commission filed by Scott Wilkins, 
Socialist 
mayor 
of 
that 
town. 


Charges could not be 
filed 
with 


council under the old civil service 
law, it was ruled 
in 
the 
lower 


courts. This judgment was affirmed 
by the Supreme court today. 


County commissioners 
have no 


jurisdiction to compel the vacation 
of a city street, the court ruled, in 
affirming the decision of the Com- 
mon Pleas court of Summit county. 


The "fellow servant" principle in 


personal injury cases was upheld by 
the Supreme court in ruling that the 
Youngstown Shept £ Tube company 
need not pay to Anna 
M. Lane, 


$10,000, for which she sued for the 
death of her husband, killed Sept. 
6, 1909, while inspecting a gas tank 
in a furnace of the company's plant. 
A fellow employ named Reedy op- 
erated the levers, in such a way that 
Lane was caught between the appa 
ratus and killed
